1.  SITUATION. — The  Atomic  Energy  Commission  detonates  an  atomic  device  (DIA¬ 
BLO)  at  H-hour  on  D-day  which  will  be  observed  by  approximately  400  observers. 
After  the  shot  personnel  will  monitor  in  the  ground-zero  area.  Signal  and 
Artillery  radar  sets  will  be  operated,  and  Artillery  Troop  Test  will  be  con¬ 
ducted  . 

2.  MISSION. — Hq,  Exercise  Desert  Rock  VII,  supervises  and  coordinates  Desert 
Rock  Army,  Navy,  and  Air  Force  participation  in  shot  DIABLO  in  the  YUCCA  FLAT 
area  in  the  NEVADA  TEST  SITE  commencing  at  H-hour  on  D-day  toj 

a.  Indoctrinate  selected  observers  in  effects  of  atomic  weapons  (Project 
personnel  and  selected  personnel  frem  CAMP  DESERT  ROCK). 

b.  Track  the  movement  of  radioactive  clouds,  determine  the  height  of  the 
clouds,  and  investigate  the  feasibility  of  special  and  standardized  Amy  radar 
equipment  for  such  use  (Project  50.3). 

c.  Determine  tho  organization,  equipment,  and  weather  data  required  by  US 
Army  units  to  predict  and  monitor  radiological  fallout  (Project  50.8). 

d.  Conduct  monitoring  exercises  to  train  passive-defense  personnel  in 
radiological  defense  (Project  53 >4). 

3.  EXECUTION. 

a.  Concept  of  operation. —Personnel  from  the  4th  Marine  Corps  Provisional 
Atomic  Exercise  Brigade,  Camp  Desert  Rock  and  Projects  53.4  and  50.2  will 
observe  shot  DIABLO  'frem  trenches  and  another  observation  area  located  in  YUCCA 
FIAT  (Annex  B,  Opn  Overlay).  Shortly  after  the  shot,  Desert  Rock  rad-safe 
personnel  will  monitor  and  mark  the  Marine  loading  zone  and  the  Marine  equip¬ 
ment-display  area.  Upon  announcement  of  R-bour,  Marine  personnel  accompanied 
by  press  observers  participating  in  Marino  Field  Exercise  DIABLO  will  move 
frem  tho  trench  area  to  tho  Marino  Loading  Zone  and  comply  with  4th  MCPAEB

Although  innocent  in  appearance  these  items  may  be  radio¬ 
active. 

(8)  Radio  silence  will  be  maintained  and  all  gasoline  engines  turned 
off  frern  shot-time  minus  15  minutes  until  shot-time  plus  5  minutes,  during 
which  time  all  radio  stations  will  continue  to  monitor  their  nets  on  battery- 
powered  radio  silencs.  Only  messages  that  justify  delay  of  shot  will  be  trans¬ 
mitted  during  this  period. 

(9)  Evacuation  in  case  of  emergency  will  be  made  direct  to  CAMP  DESERT 
RCCK.  Annex  I,  Evacuation  Plan. 

(10)  Any  damage  inflicted  on  exr'O'-imental  equipment  in  the  test  site 
will  be  reported  to  the  Control  ^emmander  immediately*

Marine  personnel  and  vehicles.  50th  Cml  Plat  (Svc)  will  monitor  official 
observers.  For  procedures,  see  Memo  Nr  9>  this  headquarters. 

(2)  50th  Cml  Plat  (Svc)  provides  one  (l)  motorized,  radio-equipped 
monitor  team  for  supervision  of  Marine  monitors  at  Yucca  Air  Strip.  All 
fixed  and  Rotary  Winged  Aircraft  used  during  the  exercise  will  land  at  tho 
Yucca  Air  Strip  and  be  monitored  for  decontamination  prior  to  returning  to 
Camp  Desert  Rock.  Those  requiring  decontamination  will  be  processed  as  out¬ 
lined  in  Memo  Nr  9,  this  headquartors. 


g.  Coordinating  instructions. 

(l)  All  personnel  in  the  trench  area  will  enter  trenches  at  H-15 
minutes  on  order  of  the  Control  Group  Commander.  When  given  the  command  to 
crouch  down,  individuals  will  face  to  the  right,  crouch  down,  close  and  cover 
their  eyes  with  one  arm  and  remain  in  this  position  until  the  shock  wave  has 
passed.  Individuals  will  havo  trousers  tucked  securely  in  boot  tops;  sleeves 
and  collars  will  be  buttoned  to  keep  out  the  dust. 


(2)  Observers  not  in  trench  area  and  who  do  not  have  density  goggles 
of  4«2  or  greater  density,  will  close  and  cover  their  eyes  with  their  arms 
and  face  away  (180  degrees)  for  the  detonation  point  when  ordered  to  do  so 
until  detonation  time  plus  five  (5)  seconds. 

(3)  Protective  field  masks  or  dust  respirators  are  required  for  all 
personnel  in  tho  trench  area  and  will  be  donned  if  breathing  becomes  difficult 
due  to  excessive  dust  or  if  ordered  to  do  so.  All  porsonncl  will  fit  and  test 
their  protective  field  masks  before  going  to  the  forward  area. 

(4)  When  personnel  are  in  the  equipment  display  area,  thoy  will  obey 
instructions  on  movement  through  the  area  and  will  abstain  from  touching 
demonstration  equipment  or  pocking  up  or  retaining  any  object  for  a  souvenir.

4.  CCMMAND. — Forward  CP,  Exercise  Dosort  Rock  VII,  will  control  the 
evacuation  from  such  location  as  affords  the  best  control,  but  will  not  eva¬ 
cuate  the  forward  area  until  all  Desert  Rock  groups  are  accounted  for.  Now 
CP  location  will  be  announced  prior  to  movement  in  each  case.
